An independent third- 
party review of the Niagara 
Health System (NHS)'s 
Hospital Improvement Plan 
(HIP) will be conducted. 

Deb Matthews, Ontario 
health minister, asked the 
Hamilton Niagara 

Haldimand Brant Local 
Health Integration Network 

(LHIN), who responsible for 
planning and funding health 
care for the region, for the 
review. The LHIN approved 
moving ahead with the 
process at a board meeting 
on Tuesday. 

In April, a delegation of 
Niagara politicians met with 
Garry Burroughs, regional 
chair for the municipality of 
Niagara, and Matthews to 
discuss a review of how the 
NHS HIP has been imple¬ 
mented. 

Matthews says the govern¬ 
ment is committed to ensur¬ 
ing people of Niagara have 
the highest quality of health 

Since 2003, Matthews says 
the government has provid¬ 
ed increased funding to the 
NHS by more than 50 per 
cent. It has be< 
to building a new 
hospital In St. 
Catharines and has 
provided support to 
help the NHS drive 
down emergency 
department wait 
times and has 
increased access to 
care in the commu¬ 
nity. 

During the meet¬ 
ing, Matthews says 
the merits of having 
a third party com¬ 
plete an evaluation, 
the importance of a 
patient's experience, 
the implementation 
to date of the HIP 
and the quality of 
work life for staff 


"I continue to have confi¬ 
dence in the quality of health 
care that NHS delivers to the 
people of Niagara. However, 
I think it is important that 
the people of Niagara share 
that confidence as well." 

Matthews recommended 
the HNHB LHIN to establish 
a committee of LHIN board 
members, NHS board mem¬ 
bers and members of region¬ 
al council to establish the 
terms for a review of the HIP. 

She also recommended a 
subcommittee of communi¬ 
ty partners and health pro¬ 
fessionals who represent 
Emergency Medical 

Services, the local 
Community Care Access 
Centre, the long-term sector 
and public health who will 
be consulted and asked to 
endorse the terms of the 
review before it is approved 
by the LHIN board. 

Niagara Falls MPP Kim 
Craitor was among the 
politicians who attended the 
meeting in April, which he 
also arranged. He believes a 
review would be beneficial 
for the HIP. 

"This is a chance for a truly 
community review of the 
HIP. I'm excited we're going 
to the public." 

He says when the NHS was

originally formed; there was 
no public input when it was 
created. This review will be 
taking a different approach. 
"This is something different, 
the review will be open and it 
will consult with the public." 

Craitor says there is noth¬ 
ing in the near future in 
which the Hospital HIP is 
planning to implement so 
there is reasonable time to 
do a full review and ensure 
people have the best health 

He says he has made a 
promise to the region to 
push for better health care. 

"I'm very happy to finally 
have it in motion," said 
Craitor. 

Sue Matthews, the NHS's 
interim president and chief 


executive officer says the 
review is welcomed with a 
fresh perspective, to evaluate 
changes that have occurred 
under the HIP. 

"Evaluation and monitor¬ 
ing are important to every¬ 
thing we do. I'm very confi¬ 
dent we have moved in the 
right direction but also 
acknowledge we can always 


learn new ways to improve," 
she said. 

Matthews also stated the 
NHS supports the creation of 
a steering committee and 
looks forward to receiving 
further details about it, along

NOTICE OF STUDY INITIATION 

The Town of Fort Erie has initiated a study to evaluate Fort Erie’s mobility needs relevant to 2011 and beyond. Since 2002, 
recommendations from the previous Public Transportation Requirements Study have been implemented either in whole 
or in part relevant to service need and levels of funding provided by Council and the Province. The transit services in Fort 
Erie have been substantially improved since the 2002 study was completed with service frequency and routing improve¬ 
ments, more comfortable and reliable buses, high quality information for the public, an improved municipal specialized 
service for seniors and persons with disabilities and a seasonal inter-municipal service connection to Niagara Falls. With 
these improvements there has been considerable growth in transit ridership and the service has assumed a greater role 
in the community. 

Council identified the enhancement of the sustainability of public transportation as a priority in their 2011 - 2014 
Strategic Plan. The intent of the study is to develop a pragmatic plan that will assist the Town in identifying how public 
transportation improvements should be prioritized and further enhanced. The objectives of this important study are to: 

• identify Fort Erie’s public supported transit needs; 

• determine tbe most effective means of meeting tbe transit needs of Fort Erie in a cost effective, sustainable manner; 

• determine tbe needs with respect to inter-community mobility; 

• determine tbe transit needs of the residents (particularly seniors and the mobility challenged) related to 
healthcare access, 

• identify and evaluate transit needs for both winter and summer community programs & special events; 

• identify and evaluate transit needs with respect to Council approved Neighbourhood Plans and proposed 
development; 

• identify and evaluate alternative mobility systems or transit models; and 

• evaluate any and/or all improvements based on public consultation. 

A Public Information Centre (PIC) is intended to be held in August, 2011. The intent of the PIC is to present the pre¬ 
liminary preferred public transit recommendations and to solicit public comment. A further notice of the exact date of the 
PIC will occur towards the end of July when the date has been determined. It will be advertised, and also posted on the 
Town’s Website. There will also be stakeholder group meetings to enable service providers and transit users to provide 
important input throughout tbe development of tbe study.

‘Scher Inspiration’ pays 
tribute to local doctor

A local doctor at the Douglas 
Memorial Hospital (DMH) site was 
the inspiration for about 80 people 
who represented Fort Erie at the 
annual Rankin Run for Cancer, last 
weekend in St. Catharines. 

The team was called 'Scher 
Inspiration,' in honour of Dr. Kim 
Scher, who is the lead physician of the 
local palliative care unit. 

Joanne Jackson, a charge nurse at 
DMH for the last 36 years who was 
recently diagnosed with breast cancer, 
said paying tribute to Scher and his 
hard work with cancer patients in the 
area, was an easy thing to do. 

"He's an angel in the community, 
we're so lucky to have him," said 
Jackson. 

According to Jackson, Scher has 
developed a reputation for going 
beyond the call of duty, staying with 
patients overnight if they have no 
other company, and simply making a 


very tough situation for families a lit¬ 
tle more comfortable and less stress¬ 
ful. 

"He's always available for families 
and he's so kind to everyone," she 
said. 

The team has raised more than 
$6,000 and the entire event has 
brought in around $620,000 for cancer 
research. 

This is the first year for 'Scher 
Inspiration' but Pam Mackie, execu¬ 
tive administrative assistant at DMH, 
says they are just getting started. 

"It certainly won't be the last time 
we do this," said Mackie. 

She feels it was important to repre¬ 
sent Douglas Memorial at the event, to 
remind people that the urgent care 
centre is open for business and there 
are a plenty of medical services avail¬ 
able there, despite what some people 
might say. 

"There are a lot of positive things 
happening here... people still think 
we're closed," she said.

A TREE-HUGGER’S COLLECTION OF 
CAROLINIAN AND NATIVE TREES 


Walking along the trails of Sandy and Kim McCrae’s bush at 1995 
Dominion Road, Fort Erie , is comparable to turning the pages of a 
book on Carolinian and Native Trees of Ontario. Describing himself as 
a self -taught “Nature Nut”, this well-known cabinet maker’s interest 
in trees began with a book given to him by his grandmother who led 
him through a bush of her own. 

The wide variety of Carolinian and Native trees along the north shore 
of Lake Erie provides an area like no other. Sandy describes many trees 
as we walk along such as a Pin Oak he found in a ditch along Nigh 
Road. A member of the Red Oak family, it has a good tap root, is shade 
intolerant or sun loving but loves having its feet wet. The Sassafras, a 
member of the Laurel family, is recognized by its four distinctly 
different leaves of four mittens all found on the same tree - one the 
left mitten, one a right mitten, one a three-fingered mitten and one an 
oval leaf. The Ironwood tree and Hornbeam are known for their tough, 
dense wood and the Hornbeam has yellow, orange and red Fall 
colours. The Kentucky Coffee Tree has the largest doubly compound, 
deciduous leaf. A Hop tree of the Citrus family is the primary food for 
the Giant Swallowtail Butterfly larvae which would disappear without 
this food source. Sandy is planting others to produce the valuable 
flowers and fruit. Similarly, the Spice Bush provides food for the Spice 
Bush Swallowtail Butterfly. There are three varieties of the common 
Red Maple and the variations can be identified in the structure of the 
leaves. The Paw Paw free from the Custard Apple family produces an 
edible, sweet fruit tasting like ripe bananas. 

There are many other trees in this huge collection and some are the 
Fringe Tree, Mountain Silverbell, Bottlebrush, Buckeye, Yellowwood, 
Black Gum or Sour Gum. The Tamarack, which is a deciduous 
evergreen, is not an evergreen at the same time. Others are the 
Basswood, Dogwood, Bladdemut, whose dry seedpod, much in 
appearance like that of the Japanese Lantern, will rattle, and the 
Carolinian Allspice with attractive dark maroon flowers that have a 
fruity smell.
